UM rights of China The president 
MpAainedtaat neither the represen- 
tative* of the United States nor of 
China, in making the treaty of 1880, 
contemplated any such prohibition of 
Chinese immigration as that proposed 
.in the bill He opposed the passport 
system proposed in the bill as un- 
democratic, and said he thonght it 


• ttawta to introduce such a system in 
"tfcte country. The passport" system, 


he said, is falling into disnse iu Eu- 
rope, and besides, he maintains that 
•ocptnenee has shown that passports 
are eaoly borrowed or even forged.

broke down the doors and took the 
culprit to,, the Main street bridge, 
where thousands had gathered. Rev. 
Mr. McCune was present and offered 
a prayer, and asked the wretch if he 
WEB guilty of stealing the horse. 
He 


said he was. He asked him if lie 
had stolon the watch. He replied 
that he had. He then asked him if 
he was guilty of raping the little 
child. He said IIP was not. He was 
placed on a box and his hands and 
legs tied. The mob then asked him 
if he had anything to say. He com- 
menced by saving: "See that my 
grave is kept green." 
After finish- 


ing, he said he had hopes he would 
meet his father and mother in 
heaven. He gave his name as Rich- 
ard Long, and said he resided in 
Franklin. The mob was well organ- 
ized, and had their coats turned in- 
side out. After leaving the grove, 
they inarched to a blacksmith shop 
and got sledge hammers, crowbars, 
ntc. Efforts were made by W. F. 
Vail, Itev. McCune and others to 
prevent the niob from taking the law 
in their own hands, but they were 
greeted with shouts of derision from 
the mob and the crowd that gathered. 
It was evident that nothing but a 
large military force could have pre- 
vented the hanging. The culprit's 
last wish was, "Hang me decent.'' 
and it was done. 


ST. Louis April 4.— A Post-Dis- 


patch special from Kansas City says: 
It is now understood that the taking 
off of Jesse James was the fulfill- 
ment of an arrangement between 
Governor Crittenden and Bob Ford, 
and that Ford was to receive one- 
fourth of th» reward, and immunity. 
In an interview with Dick Little and 
a reporter, Sunday night last, the 
scheme was foreshadowed, but he 
said it was not to have been accom- 
pli sSfld before Wednesday or Thurs- 
day, and then only if it was found 
impossible for Sheriff Timberlako to 
capture thr bandit leader alive. Gov. 
Crittenden stated here to-day thftt 
his first meeting with Ford was at 
the St. James hotel in this city on 
the '2'2d of February, and the ar- 
rangeineut by which Jesse James 
was to be cither captured or killed 
was consummated. He met Little a 
few days later, but he was non-com- 
mittal "as to the disposition to be 
made of Ford aud Little, but admit- 
ted that their ultimate pardon was 
not improbable.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., April 4.- -The 


death of Jesse James, the great Mis- 
souri bandit, is now beyond question 
a fact. 
Governor Crittenden arrived 


here this morning, and says positivo- 
ly that it is he, and that -his death is 
the result of an understanding be- j 
tween the authorities and "Bob" 
Ford, who killed him, and Dick Lit- 
tle, who surrendered to Sheriff Tim- 
Ijerlake at the same time Ford did. 


The inquest at Si Joseph was con- 


cluded at noon to-day. Mrs. Sam- 
uels, mother of Jesse James; his 
wife, Dick Little and Sheriff Timber- 
lake identified the body, and during 
the proceedings Mrs. James and 
Mrs. Samuels made a highly sensa- 
tional scene, attacking Dick Little 
and calling all manner of curses 
down upon him for having conspired 
to betray his leader. ' 


The coroner's jury returned a ver- 


dict of mitrder in the first degree 
against Ford, and the authorities of 
Buchanan county refuse to give him j 
up. 


The body of Jesse James will 


probably be taken to tlio old farm 
near Kearney, Clayton county, for 
burial. 


The confirmation of Jatnea' death 


has created a profound sensation 
throughout Western Missouri, and 
farmers near this place and Inde- 
pendence, who have not been in 
either place for years, rode into, town 
this morning in the rain to investi- 
gate the rumors. Some denounce 
Ford as an assassin, whose only ob- 
ject was blood-money, while others 
excuse him upon the ground of ex- 
pediency. 


The governor will not go to St. 


Joseph, but will return to Jefferson 
City to night, where some steps will 
be taken to protect Ford, who is 
thought to be in danger from the 
friends of the dead robber. All 
"cracker neck" was up on horse-back 
this morning, and some threats of 
vengeance are said to have been made 
against the lives of Ford and Little.
